Vast Coal Ik'ds on Cook's Inlet to be De- 
veloped— Ueparlure of a Froapecting 
Farty— four Men Drowned. 

Advices from Alaska by the steam- 
ship City of Topeka, are to band up to 
tho 15th inst. 

It is rumored that on her first trip to 
Alaska, in June, the Queen will proceed 
on up tho coast to Cook's Inlet, to tako 
up supplies for a big coal land corpora- 
tion. 

This year one or two largo companies 
will tako tlio initial ateps towards 
opening iqi 9ni..i: uf the vast coal beds 
if the Cook's Inlet section. 

The Lone I'isherinaii leftou Thursday 
last wilh ft parly of miners bound for 
the headwaters of the Yukon. The 
steamer will tako Ibeni to the mouth of 
the Takou river, whence the paity 
will proceed with sleds up that stream 
and acroaa the range lirat striking the 
head of the I looteliiika, the main south 
branch of the ^ iiko'i. Their object is 
tho discovery of placer diggings, and 
they will iiol return before late next 
hill. The party consists of eight per- 
sons. 

Indians report a boat wrecked on the 
point of Admiralty Island, and tho 
steamer Lucy was despatched lo the 
scene to loarii who the unforturjatos 
were and to search for any bodies that 

y have Ijccii washed ashore. Arriving 
there the wrecks of two bouts, instead of 
one, were found, and upon close search 
along tho shore two bodies Were. discov- 
3red, about six feet apart, Ander a pile 
I if driftwood. These two men were 
W:;:. Bennett, aged about 45 years, and 
1 iiKin by the uauioof Mitchell. Bennett 
was stripped naked aud indications 
wi III to show.that'be had thus prepared 
himself for a sWim,' their boat having 
either filled with water or capsized. 
.Mitchell still had a portion of bis cloth- 
ing on with his shirt drawn over his 
head, which had the appearance that 
he was trying to undress also. Tho bod- 
ies were brought to Juneau for burial. 

These two men left Douglas Island in 
a largo Columbia rivdr boat on tho same 
night that the Elder left for below, 
bound to Fort Simpson after a load of 
whiskey. That was the night of the big 
stonii ill Takou, and it was probably in 
thai Sturm that they were wrecked. 

A short time before fi'iank Muzzy and 
.loliii .\ckcrsuii left D.mglas Islmid on a 
like expedition, and thu Hccund wreck 
fimnil was the boat belonging to these 
two men. It ij suppoaed that they, ton, 
are drowned, and the Lucy will iniike 
.inotlior trip to tind and bring back their 
bodies aliould they also have been 
washed U)ioii the beach. 

The two parties had between $3,000 
and f;4,OII0 with them. 

Their ell'ecis that lay on the boacli 
had the appearance of having been 
rilied by Indians or other parties, as 
no money was found on either of the 
bodies, it might bo possible that they 
wore washed ashore and stripped und 
robbed.

Despatches from various points in the 
Central and Kustern States contain scant 
liarlieiilars of a tornado of frightful vio- 
lence which yesterday ravaged the 
.States of Kentucky and Tennessee, ap- 
parently sweeping the entire country 
contained within u circle having in its 
ladius the cities of Nashville and Louis- 
ville, and tho village tif Metropolis, near 
Cairo. From' ihu very nature of the 
eatast:-. .phc, — whicli in loss of life may 
rank as second only to the .luiiiiatowu 
disaster in the history of calamities of 
the century — telegraphic coniinuiiieation 
with the stricken district has been de- 
stroyed, and only tlio most meagre de- 
tails are procurable.'

A number of people 
had been badly hurl and some, it was 
thought, couhl not recover. A meaaen- 
ger had left Little Prairie to obtain aid 
tor the snfl'erors before the full extent 
of the disaster was known, and parti- 
oulara have not yet been received.

Heavy snow has fallen in Minnesota and 
Dakota. The fall at Yankton ainounled 
to twelve inches. In Ivaiisas, Nebraska, 
and Iowa, llie tlieriiiomeler at a late 
hour to-iiiglit showed a drop of 50 de- 
grees since 10 o'clock this niuriiing. The 
wind was most severe in sonlhern 
Illinois and Indiana. At Ohiey, Ilia., 
a number of buildings were demolished 
and unroofed, ami many peO])le injured, 
but only two or three fatally.

AN EYE-WIT.«JE8SE3 STORY. 

CiKciNNATi, Ohio,-March 28, 2 a. m. 
— Infonnutioii has just reiiohed here 

from un eye-witneus us follows : — The 
cyclone struck Loiiiaville in the south- 
westerly position and look a north- 
easterly direction. 1 only siw the 
cuiiise of it from Foiirleeiitli and Wal- 
nut streets i,u lOleveiith and .Market 
streela. Fruni tho lalter puiiiL I fol- 
lowed its course to Sevciilli street and 
the river, where it Icfl the city, and 
striking acro.ss the river, reached 
Joll'ersoiivillc at the foot of .Spring 
stri;et. Little damage was done 
in .leireihonville, however. In Louis- 
ville the ilevaslal iuii is lerrilic, und 
the loss of life will certainly reach 
liuiiilreds, if mil llious;uiiIs. In one 
building at 'I'welflh and .Market streets 
two lodges and a diiliciiig school were 
ill session, tlii-re being in the building 
perhaps 100 people, nut one of whom 
is Ihuiight to have esi;apeil. I stood 
and wulclied them working on the ruin, 
und saw six or eight eorjises taken out 
in lifteen miiiulea. There is scarcely 
!iiiytliing left that would indicate that 
this heap of rubbish had ever been a 
building, and if any of its inmates 
escaped it was nothing less than a mir- 
acle. Tho path of the cyclone was 
about a square and a half in width. 

THE LOSS AT L0UI8V1U..B, 

CmoAao, March 28. — 2 a. m.— -Aspe-' 
eial despatch to the Herald just received 
from Louisville, Ky., estimates the loss 
of life at two hundred. Tho Falls City 
Hall, where tho Knights and Ladioi of 
honor were holding a meeting, and a 
dance was ill progress, was i.-oinpletcly 
demolished, and liut few people escaped 
wilh their lives.

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ABOUT RECIPROCITY. 

Hooi|)i'iioil.y in Iriulo willi the iiooplo 
of the United .States isfavoied by the iu- 
liubitantaof e> ery province of the domin- 
ion of Canuda. There may be individudls 
here and there in some of the pi oviiicea 
wlio try to make little of rouipruoily, 
and who boliovo ihuiiiaolvua and try to 
make ollioia bolioN o, lliat it ia of very 
little conseiiiieiieo to tho people of 
Canada whether they hare iotimato 
trade relations with tbe United States or 
not. Bttt these are the rare exceptions, 
and when tlie cause of this iodifferenca 
to reeipinoity ia encjuirod into it ia ^one- 
nilly fuunil tbat aiiiiie special petty iu- 
toreat of their own would bo f urthcre(l 
by plauiiig greater restrictions on the 
trade between the two - -countries. The 
people iu general see very " clearly that 
the fewer obstacles that are~'placed iu 
the wuy of tho liado intercoiirsa be 
tweoii (.'annda iiiul the United State», 
the butter for thoiii Ijoth. 

Tlierc are .'ioiiie who .ire so iniiJreaaed 
with tho importance of free trade with 
our southern neighbor tliut they would 
sacrifice the commercial indepcudence of 
J Canada in order to oliliiin it. But tb 
' advocates of ooiiimei'oiid uniou are now 
very few on thia side of the line. The 
greater nuiuljer of Cauudiaiia believe 
that even ao good a thing as free trade 
with the States can be. bought too deur- 
ly, and when in order to secure it ' they 
are asked to make the Dominion what 
■would virtually be a dcpeiuloiicy of the 
United States they ahiike their heads 
and .say, "tlio price is too high." 

Tho people of Maiiitolia, we ace, set » 
very high value cui lociprocity. They 
believe that it ia absolutely uocessary 
for the prosperity of their province 
There are many of the products of tho 
United Stalci, natuiwl ivud niauufac 
turod, wliicii lliey need a« cheaply aa 
tlioy can puasibly be procured, and they 
eouaider it a vury great advantage to 
liiavc that country as a market for 
their surplus produce. Their lot;isla 
ture, which is now in session, a few 
days'ago passed-a resolution in favor of 
unrestricted reciprocity. The rcaolu 
tion is a lonj; one, but at the risk of 
wearying our luaderii we will reproduce 
it. It is aa follows: 

" Whereas, in the year 1881 a spocial 
Committeo of this Hou.se, appointed to 
inquire into tho n|i(ii iUiiiii of the tariff 
on a);riouliiii',il iiiipU'iiionts, lumber, 
eaiinud f^'u.ni.s, lac. , .■submitted a report 
to this llniiso, sif^ncd by the Ifoii.

dhould pass a resolution o.xprusaing an 
opinion as to tho course which a provin- 
cial legislature thought tit to pursue on 
IV subject atriotiy within ita legislative 
(loniaio, would 'not that Icgialatiiro 
regard tho resolution as an imperti- 
uence, and ^^ojj.ld ., it . not consider 
that its duty to itself required it to dis- 
regard that resolution and to show iu 
some emphatic way that it considered 
itself oompetout to manage its own 
(.ffatrp ivjitliouti.diotation Ijfom. any quar- 
ter? We' ra'thei- ' think it would, and 
^ve are decidedly of opiuiou that it 
vould be doing what was right when it 
,)ursuod such a eourao. "It ia," as tl'.' 
•ayiiig goes, "a poor rule that will not 
vork both ways," und If it ia wrong for 
I he;!Federal Parliajinent to meddle with 
i(fait« that are within ■ the purview of 
;he provincial legislatures, is it not 
('qually wrong for tho provincial legis 
lati'.res to altemjit to innuence the 
,'"oderal i^irlianierit in a iiiatler 
vhich the constitution gives it exclusive 
:ontrol t 

We think it safest and in every 

vay moat prudent for such legislii 
ive body to coiiliiio itself to luattei 
n-er which it has an lUKjuestimied ri_dit 
.1) o.xercifie ita authority. Manitoba 
'. ell represoutod in tho Uouiinion I'arii 
iiont. The province is supposed to ox- 
ireaa its wishes and opinions in all 
natters of general concern through its 
epresentatives in tho House ot Oin 
lions and in the .Senate. That ia what 
hey are sent to I'arliaiiient for. if the 
people of any province feel deeply on 
my subject,- this of unrestricted reoipro 
ity, for instance, and wish to instruct, 
,r to atreiighten the hands of their 
I epreaeiitativya with regard to it, 
they can hold meetings and pass 
e.solutibns, or they can cir- 
ulate and sign petitions. This, 
/e think is the proper and consti- 
tutional'way of attempting to influence 
the action of parliament on any par- 
ticular quealiou. The right of the people 
of a pi-ovince to hold meetings and to 
>ign petitions to be jireaented to purlia- 
iient ia unquestioned. It ia their right 
.md it is often their duty to express 
their desires in these ways. And when 
the feeling ia strong and general it ob- 
tains piompt and respectful recognition 
.vlien it ia so expreaaed. Kut when a 
oody which is elcctud for a certain well- 
lelinod purpose, anil which possesses 
uxclusive powers of ita own, in its cor- 
porate capacity takes upon itself to ex- 
pre*.-) opinions on mattera outside its 
jurisdiotiou, is tho independent body to 
ivhicli it dictates likely to pay much at- 
tention to the expreasion of its opinions 
lud desires? U'ill it not be rather in- 
clined to look upon the ^interference 
uhniecessary and 'uucbastitutional ?
